BOOKS AND READING 


The chief function of the library is to provide reading material to the 
entire community. But provision of the material is only the first step, 
it is equally as important to see that the material is used. Adequate 
use of books and other material means a library staff that assumes an 
active role in the community. A very common phrase in library literature 
— it is the librarian’s job to select books that will be of interest to all 
reading levels.—Following this statement literally, has often meant that 
library shelves are cluttered up with mediocre material. Governing 
agencies are justified in the meager support of a library with a staff that 
assumes such a passive role in the community. 


A sympathetic, understanding, energetic, and well informed librarian 
and staff can make the library an essential educational and cultural in- 
stitution in the community. To make the most of one’s avocation or 
vocation, books are essential. A good librarian will be able to arouse 
the interest of the community in books that will enable one to have a 
better understanding of the past, present, and future. 


Every community has a number of citizens who have a genuine in- 
terest in books. It is the librarian’s job to find these people and to 
assist them in locating the information needed and wanted. All of the 
people may not feel the need of books as a part of the art of living, but 
some of the people do. 


Through local, state, and national funds each citizen is given an op- 
portunity to secure a formal education. Such education is recognized 
as essential in a democracy. This opportunity means a definite respon- 
sibility. Formal education is only the first step. A progressive democ- 
racy means a well informed citizenry, therefore it is the duty of each 
adult to use the tools acquired in his formal education as a means to 
continue to study if he is able to make a definite contribution to society. 


The public library is and should be the agency to carry on the educa- 
tional program of the community. If the library is to meet this respon- 
sibility, the librarian and staff must be familiar with the activities of 
the community and participate in these activities. 


The State Library Commission is making every effort possible to assist 
local libraries in assuming the educational responsibility. ‘‘Books,’’ is- 
sued quarterly, is a suggested buying list for popular fiction and non- 
fiction, standard old titles, reference tools, and children’s books. ‘‘Li- 
brary News,’ issued quarterly, lists the recent accessions to the State 
Collection. Books for the state collection are selected with two definite 
goals in mind. First, to supplement the small library with subject ma- 
terial for local patrons who want to make a thorough study in some par- 
ticular field. Second, to supply for all libraries the expensive material 
which is needed to some extent in all libraries, but not to the point that 
the use will justify the purchase.
